Reports From The Front Indicate' Activity On 


Part Of Mikado's Men. 


THE PEACE PACT DOES NOT PLEASE 


Soldiers Are Dissatisfied With Result Of Negotiations At 


Portsmouth—Rumors Say Death Awaits

St. Petersburg. Sept. 5.—Consterna- 


tion has boon caused in official cir- 
cles by reports from the front, which 
indicate that the Japanese army is 
still fighting, and that the Russians 
are inclined to make an issue at arms 
•with thorn, in inter disregard of the 
fact that peace has been concluded on 
paper at Portsmouth. 


The most disquieting news comes 


from Gen. Linevitch 
himself, 
who 


wires under date of Sept. 3, giving the 
details of a series of sharp encoun- 
ters. The late date of the dispatch 
from the commander-in-chief 
is 
its 


most serious feature, as it comes at a 
time when every man in both armies 
knows that the representatives of the 
c'/.ar and the mikado have decided orti- 


, cially to end- the war. 


In his telegram of Sunday Gen. Lir.c- 


yitch naively lays the blame for the 
fighting on the Japanese, declaring 
that on Sept. 1 six battalions of Japa- 
nese, with twelve guns, made a series 
of well-planned and systematic 
as- 


saults on Russian positions iu north- 
ern Corea.

They were repulsed, according to 


Gen. Unevilch, but he departs from 
his usual custom in not giving the 
number of casualties on either side.

Supplementing these advices are re- 


ports from various points in the field, 
notable among which is that the Jap- 
anese army is loading and priming, 
polishing and provisioning for buttle. 
Their advance lines are in touch with 
those of the Russians—so close that 


, conversation nightly takes place be- 


tween the pickets—and the general 
report brought in by the troops of the 
Czar is that the brown roen are frantic 
for fight. 


That the Japanese are dissatisfied 


with the manner in which the negotia- 
tions at Portsmouth ended there can 
lie no doubt. They are itching for 
battle, and .what is even more serious, 
the /Russians are inclined to give it 
to them. 


Most of the Russian officers, from 


Gen. Linevitch down, are filled with 
chagrin that the army was not given 
one more chance to retrieve itself be- 
fore hostilities were called off, and 
they are still chafing under the desire 
to measure strength and prowess with 
the .1'oc 


The men welcome the end of the 


war—in a way—but they do not want 
to return home without a last try-out.

Army Ripe for Revolt. 


New York. Sept. o.—That Baron Ko- 


mura will.be killed when he returns 
to Japan; that (he Camurai blood is 
boiling to the point of revolt; that the 
mikado's throne has been undermined 
by the peace he has made, and that 
the army and its generals, as the 
dominant force in Japan to-day, will 
ignore the doings at Portsmouth on 
the other side of the world, and draw a 
new map of the Orient, according to 
its own ideas—these are the dire pre- 
dictions of a newspaper correspondent, 
a close professional student of affairs 
within the m-ikado's empire, who has 
just returned to New York. 


Among his assertions are these:

with the army, backed by the'popu- 
lace. 


"I am speaking moderately when I

Health Officers Are Baffled. 


Berlin, Sept. 5.—The peculiar spread 


of cholera is baflling 
the 
imperial 


health office, aud the. officials feel con- 
cern more or less grave. 
Ten new 


cases and three deaths occurred Mon- 
day, making seventy cases and twen- 
ty-three deaths. 


Most of the new cases do not occur 


among the quarantined persons, but 
are suddenly heard- of in detached 
farm houses or villages not contigu- 
ous to the Vistula. The inference is 
that the infected areas are widening 
slowly, and that the measures to hold 
the disease strictly within the exist- 
ing boundaries- have not been suc- 
cessful. 
These measures, however, 


are being increased. 


Orders have been issued to close 


all the refreshment houses along the 
Vistula except those located in towns. 
These small restaurants and bars are 
frequented.by river men, who are the 
most likely to be infected. 


The government fears cholera will 


invade this city, and is,erecting bar- 
racks for patients or suspects,

Public, Meetings Are Postponed. 


The M.irienwerder district, in west 


Prussia, reported five -new. cases o£ 
the plague In three towns. All gath- 
ering of societies,' agricultural, vet- 
eran or religious,-lias been postponed 
on account of the fear of disseminat- 
ing the disease.. 


Eight cases and" three deaths were 


reported in the Bramberg district, in 
Prussia, in six small towns, while 
Culm reported four deaths among' its 
nine cases of cholera, with the scope 
of observation widening.

Tells of Denominational 
Schools— 


Other Elders Deliver Interest- 


ing Addresses.' 


At C a. m. a meeting was,lield in 


the pavilion. 
This way Jiuide a spe- 


cial meeting, all oilier appointments 
being called in, as it was to be Elder 
Kanble's last address to the camp- 
ers. The large and interesting audi- 
ence inspired the elder in his morn- 
ing address, which was "Is It Possi- 
ble to Maintain Christian Schools?" 
The eJilei- by several mathematical 
demonstrations proved that we not 
only can maintain all ot our institu- 
tions of learning, but that we can 
establish many others. 
He stated 


that we had one largo training school 
at, Burden Springs, Michigan, that can 
mow lake about one hundred more 
pupils, and that by this addition to 
the membership the school would be 
self-supporting. 
He further staled 


that we have a large academy at Mt. 
Vermin. Ohio, and five other inter- 
mediate schools; all of these in the 
Lake Union Conference, which com- 
prises the states of Michigan, Ohio, 
Illinois, Indiana, and Wisconsin, all 
of which are in a prosperous condi- 
tion 
The elder, enthused the audi- 


ence with the lofty idea.of Christian 
education, and no doubt -his wont 
will receive more support in the fu- 
ture than it has in the past, result- 
ing in a large attendance 
in 
the 


schools already established, and the 
establishing of others. 


School at Bethel 


During his remarks the elder spoke 


favorably of the intermediate school 
located at\ Bethel, Wisconsin, which 
was established in 1S99. This school 
has good courses of Bible, literary, 
and science work. It has a farm that 
Las been cleared and cultivated by 
students and teachers. 
The number 


of acres cleared and uncleared is one 
iHindred sixty-four. Several buildings 
have been erected by the classes in 
carpentry. 
The farm is situated two 


and one-half miles west of the sta- 
tion Arpin, and thirteen miles south- 
east from Marshfield. 
The schooi 


rear begins in the spring, instead of 
in the fall, as is the custom with oth- 
er schools. 
This enables us to have 


our three terms of consecutive work 
coincide wilh the agricultural season.

DESTROYS LIFE 


Worst Gale in Years Sweeps 


Over Superior, Dealing 


Ruin to Shipping, 


WRECKAGE STREWS 
WATERS 


Fifty Ships of All Kinds Are Known 


to Have Been Out When the Blow 
Began, With Indications That Many 
Have Gone to the Bottom. 


"HOMELESS TWENTY-SIX," 


Duhitli, Minn., Sept. 5.—The stories 


of shipwreck and loss of life that aro 
beginning to come to shore prove that 
the i',;-.!e which swept over, Lake Su- 
perior Sunday and Sunday ''night was 
the most destructive to life and ship- 
liinc: iu years. 


The schooner Pretoria, with five of i 


its crew of tun ineu. was lost, and the I 
schooner Olive Jeannette is believed 
to have, gone to the bottom. 


Fifty' ships—»teamers, 
schooners 


and barges—are known to have been 
out on the lake during the gale. Many 
of these, have not been reported, but 
all vessels arriving at Lake Superior 
ports report passing large quantities 
of wre.ckago of all kinds. 


^rom eighteen to twenty-two lives 


are believed to have been lost and 
the property loss will reach nearly 
halt' n million dollars.

The Pretoria, in tow of the steamer 


Venezuela, bound 
from 
Allouez to 


South Chicago with ore. sank off Out- 
er island at 4:30 Saturday morning 
after the parting of the tow line. Capt, 
Smart and nine sailors put off from 
the vessel- in a small yawl and start- 
ed for .land, a distance 
o£ twenty 


miles. 
The yawl capsized 
in 
tho 


heavy seas a: 5:30 o'clock, and five 
of the men in the boat were drowned. 
They were: Engineer Henry Schwab; 
Axel Liudoff, Isaac Meyer, Alfred Pe- 
terson and Frank "Wales, colored, of 
Chicago. . 


Capt. Smart and the other four men. 


righted the boat and, after a heroic 
struggle, landed on Outer island, ono 
mile from the lighthouse. 


Olive Jeannette Missing. 


There is scarcely any hope that the 


schooner Olive Jeannette succeeded in 
riding out the gale. A large mass of 
wj'eokage sighted fifteen miles off 
Portage Entry indicates 
that 
the 


schooner was lost, with its crew of 
seven men. The tug D. L. Hebard, 
which was sent out, passed through 
wreckage which' indicated that 
the 


ship from which it came had gone 
down in the storm with the loss of 
its entire crew. 
Some of the.wreck- 


age was marked "Olive," which made 
the crew of the tug 'believe that the 
lost boat was the schooner Olive Jean- 
nette. 
A 
basket, 
however, 
was 


marked "F. "W. Gilchrist," and there 
is a steamer by that name which was 
on Lake 'Superior at the time. 


Rescued From the Sevona. 


Six of the missing eleven men of 


the 
crew of the steamer Sevora, 


wrecked- Friday night, have arrived at 
Bayfield. Capt. McDonald's body was 
washed ashore at Sand island;. 
The 


body of Wheelman Nels Schrum also 
came ashore. The bodies of the other 
five have not been recovered. 


Four women were on. board, includ- 


ing the wife oi' the cook, C. H. ducky. 
The others were aboard as guests of 
the owners, and were Mrs. S. F. Spen- 
cer and Miss Jones of Erie, and Mrs. 
William Phillips ot Buffalo. 
On Fri- 


day tho steamer ran into the teeth of 
the northeaster, which was still blow- 
ing a terrific gale. 
Capt. McDonald 


tried to rnako headway against- the 
heavy sea, but tho storm became too 
heavy, and he turned and ran for 
shelter. 


Sand island is in the center of a 


patch of dangerous reefs. One and a 
half miles east of tho light on tho 
island is tho Sand island reef. 
Tho 


storm- was so severe that the lookout 
u.id not see the Raspberry island light. 
When the Saiul island lighthouse was 
sighted it was too late. Capt. McDon- 
ald tried to put about and get out of 
tho apparent danger, but the storm 
was sweeping him ou the reefs with 
a fury not to be denied. 


Seven Volunteer to Die. 


When tho vessel finally struuck a 


great hole was torn in the bow, and 
only half au hour after the wreck tho 
pounding of the waves had hammered 
tho ship in two. ' 


When the shock came the captain 


found that .there was no chance for all 
to try to reach shore, and called- for 
volunteers to stay on the ship. More 
than half of the crew volunteered to 
stay aboard, while the rest tried to 
reach shore and call for.help for those 
who were to remain on the wreck. 
Finally tho captain, tho two mates, 
and four others—sailors who were 
under no obligation to stand by a sink- 
ing ship—were selected to risk their 
lives for the safety of the rest. 


Tho storm had battered the third 


bout to pieces, but a small boat, large 
enough to carry four, took another 
party. The boat with the-women tried 
to make Saiul- island, but was.swept 
past it. Nothing could bo done save 
to keept the craft alioat. When the 
boats left the Sevona the seven left 
aboard were huddled • in the wheel- 
house waiting for the rescue that was 
to come too late.

Pueblo (CoTb.) Chieftain. .Nineteen men 
voluntarily .built a dam tU.it caused the 
water to rise around thorn to fill the 
cell in which they were entombed that 
seven othcr-^'.nlght not suffer death.by 
drowning after having been pinned un- 
der timbers and debris. Two hundred 
men working with might and main 
risked their lives 'every minute in nn 
attempt to rescue the imprisoned men. 
H. C. Steelc. one of tho entombed men, 
asked for a cigarette as bis first re- 
quest, and another ouc, Benjamin Tay- 
lor, lay flat on his back with his nock 
across a railroad rail, font- ucavy tim- 
bers resting ou his shoulders and legs , 
and his feet imbedded in water. He i 
xvas only able to move one band, yet 
with tho rescuers within two feet of 
him and unable to come nearer for 
fear of bringing down other timbers ] 
he said lie was doing first rate. 


Nineteen men. were taken out alive. 


Two men, Taylor and Steele, though 
crushed between timbers, wtrc close 
enough to their rescuers to converse 
with them, but the character oE tho 
dirt and timbers around. them was 
such that it became necessary to start 
u new shaft and sink it to a point be- 
low the men and take them out from 
the bottom. 
Any attempt to reach 


them from the toil would probably have 
resulted in a settling of the timbers, 
causing death to both. It was at tbcir 
suggestion that tbe plan to tunnel un- 
der was agreed upon. 


The-last mail to die was Fred Gross. 


The ruscuors had bcc:i within two feet 
of him nil day, and the light from 
their lanterns showed that, bis body 
was bent back across some heavy tim- 
bering. Ho complained of his cramped 
position and urged the men to'pv.sb tbe 
work of rescue as rapidly as possible. 
But it was Impossible to get closer to 
him, 
because every time it. was at- 


tempted the dirt would slide in from 
the top. It was noticed that his voice 
grew weaker. 
The rescuers peered 


through the timbers, and it could be 
seen that the rock and mud from above 
had sunk and were gradually bending 
his back almost double. A beam had 
caught his chin so that he could not 
utter a sound, and his body gradually 
ceased its quivering and was apparent- 
ly lifeless. The rescuers wore frantic, 
but could do nothing. 
H'.s suffering 


must have been terrible, but timbers 
across his chin forbade him making it 
known. 


Edward Schnler was supposed to 


have been crushed in n similar man- 
ner. 
Ho and Charles Smidley were • 


Bide by side when the cave-in occurred. 
The force of the falling dirt rendered 
Smidley unconscious. When he revived 
he was clasping Schiller's hand. 
He

If, and 
Schuler 
answered. 


Smidley spoke to Schulcr, but received 
no reply. 
He then tried to run his 


hand up Schulcr's arm to the hitter's 
face, but broken timbers and dirt in- 
terfered. 
The man's head was liter- 


ally held In one position by,twisted 
timbers and rock. 
Smitlley says that 


Schulcr's hand pressure became less 
and less for about two hours, and final- 
| ly the hand dropped to the side of tbo 
body, limp nnd lifeless. 


Tho rcscut of Theodore Grosser and 


Charles Smidley will always form ono 


of the thrilling pages of Colorado's 
history of brave deeds. After Smidley 
noticed that Schnler was dead he be- 
gan an attempt to rescue himself. A 
12 by IS inch boxing runs along tbe 
lower dormer of tbe tunnel at this 
point for air purposes. 
He managed 


to turn uround and work himself down 
to this boxing and noticed that it was 
broken and hr.d filled up with mud 
and water. Knowing that there was 
an opening in the boxing twelve feet 
further on toward'the inner portion of 
the tunnel, he dosed his eyes and hold 
his breath and literally crawled the 
twelve fuet 'through the mud, slush 
and sand until he' reached the other 
opening, whore ho was enabled to 
emerge into a small space made by 
the cave-In, and where he secured a 
little fresh air. and breathing spell. 
Here h'o found Crasser hold by some 
fallen timbers and dirt, lie managed 
to pull those.apart and rescue his im- 
prisoned companion, and the two men 
began to call through the boxing. The 
seventeen men on tho inside of the 
tunnel responded. Tho two men tapped 
on the wooden boxing and tbe seven- 
teen, shoved a gas pipe through to tbe 
prisoners. 
Grasser was tbe first to 


catch hold of the pipe, and he was lit- 
erally dragged through the mud, water 
and the sand to the other side of the 
cave-in. Again the gas 
pipe 
was 


pushed back, and Smifllcy clutched it 
and was rescued iu a similar way. 


When the cave-in took place the sev- 


enteen men not directly under the slide 
realized that the seeping water would, 
if allowed to run through, drown all 
those not already dead who were un- 
'der the pile of dirt and timbers. They 
noticed that the seepage was from 
above their own room. Knowing full 
well the death it'"pTobably mount to 
them, but In .order to assist in' saving 
their more unfortunate comrades, they 
set about and erected a.,dam across 
the tunnel near the cnve-in and' con- 
tinued building It higher arid higher as 
the seeping water rose in their own 
prison cell. They used the loose tim- 
bers and' rock, filled the cracks with 
mud and even slipped ,0ft their own 
clothing to stop up crevices. 
When 


the shaft from above was finally sunk 
to them the water was up almost to 
the shoulders of many of the men and 
was above the hips of them all. No 
sooner bad they been placed on the 
ground above thorn than tlioy Joined 
the army of volunteers working so 
valiantly to'rescue the two imprisoned 
men. 


The rescuers found'the'nineteen men 


in good spirits. Theodore Crasser waa 
the first man extracted. He was very 
weak from exhaustion and bruises're- 
ceived by being caught iu_thc cave-in. 
At -1 o'clock in tuc\ifterubon tho res- 
cuers came to a point where they could 
talk with Steele., They could, see him 
standing between four timbers au'd 
hemmed in in such; a manner as to be 
able to move only one hand. "Aro you 
hurt?" said Resident Engineer Mc- 
Douncl.

Fear That Riots May Develop Into 


Organized Revolt Causes Grave Con- 
cern at St. Petersburg—Anarchists 
Fire 150 Buildings. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. C.—Reports oi 


desperate fighting between Hie troops 
anil the populace continue to como 
from Kishencv and Eakc, and grave 
concern, is felt lest \vhat now appear 
to be but riots develop into the pre- 
liminaries of ar. organized revolt. 


Coining, as it dees so closely after 


the issuance of the manifesto of the 
cx.ar calling elections; for the new r.a- 
tiona! assembly, anrl- v/hi:e the govern- 
ment is doing all i-i its power to im- 
press upon the minr.s &C the people 
the importance of the elections, the 
news of the uprisings gives more than 
ordinary concern to the emperor and 
bis advisers. 


Troops Charge Fupera! Procession. 
A report from. Kishenev says that 


during the progress of a Jewish fun- 
eral procession Monday the soldiery 
were compelled to charge. 
Hundreds 


of workmen were following the casket 
containing the body of a Jewish wom- 
an who had' been killed by roughs'. 


Suddenly shots were heard-, and then 


the troops and police appeared gallop- 
ing among the mourners with drawn 
sabers and revolvers. .. Several work- 
men were killed, dozens were wound- 
ed, and fifty were placed under arrest. 


The officers declined to give any ex- 


planation of the cause of the affair 
and refused to allow sympathizers to 
accompany the wounded to the hos- 
pitals. The Jewish hospital was sur- 
rounded by troops when the last re- 
port arrived, and patrols were sta- 
tioned at central points In the town. 
It is feared that further bloodshed 
will occur. 


Corpses Strew Streets of Baku. 
Dispntches from Baku to the Depart-' 


mcnt of the Interior Monday night are 
to the effect that the streets are 
strewn with corpses as a result of the 
riots begun there Saturday. 


It Is estimated that 100 were killed 


and a hundred wounded in the first 
clash between strikers and the Czar's 
troops. 


Over 150 buildings have been fired 


by the anarchists. 


The strikers were' fully armed and 


opened fire on the troops first, killing 
severn.l. 


Prince Nisheradzee • is among 
the 


wounded. 


Then the soldiers began firing, and 


the 'fighting continued for half an 
hour, when the rioters dispersed. 


Desultory attacks were made on the 


troops all day Sunday and. Sunday 
night, ami several more rioters have 
been killed and wounded. 


The soldiers are now'operating the 


street cars until men can be secured 
to take the places of the strikers, who 
are all Tartars. 


Further lighting'is anticipated and 


more troops wiil be dispatched to the 
scene. 


The situation not only at Baku, but 


also throughout, the Caucasus, 
has 


been exceedingly .tense for weeks. 


The disorders at Shusha had just 


ceased when the street car strike at 
Baku furnished the occasion for an- 
other outbreak.
